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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended claim 54 to include the 
limitations of claim 50, and as such the new combination of limitations claim has not been examined and addressed in a formal office 

action. 

Applicant argues that Bowen does not teach or suggest providing profile data that enables user determination of the skill of the first user for 
a first identified video game relative to a second identified video game. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The system of Bowen, since it 
allows a user to enter profile information is already capable of allowing a user to enter skill level with their interests. Providing an indication 
of skill with the games listed of interest would have been obvious to a user as skill determinations have been used in sports and games for 
decades, if not centuries. Player stats, competition rankings, world standings, golf handicap, point spreads, and countless other examples 
of indications of skill were well known and understood at the time of invention and would have been readily incorporated in the system of 
Bowen which already allows a user to enter whatever profile text they desire. There would have been no modification to the system of 
Bowen and entering text certainly would have been within the level of ordinary skill. Accordingly, the instant application fails to distinguish 
over the prior art. 
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
